Injured in Mishap 


On Creek J uly 24 


An Eddyville bo at basin o wn­ 
er suffered injuries to his head 
and left hand early Wednesday 
evening when his racing o ut­ 
bo ard capsized o n the Ro ndo ut 
Creek, it was learned to day. 
Bruce Miller to ld The Free­ 
man that his* father, Harvey O. 
Miller, 50, o f Richmo nd Park­ 
way, severed his left thumb at 
the knuckle and suffered a head 
injury 
which

He said his father was treated 
at Kingsto n Ho spital "and is 
feeling fine to day.” 
Yo ung Miller gave the fo llo w­ 
ing acco unt o f the accident: 
His lather, o wner o f the Lazy 
Bo nes Bo at Basin and an o ut­ 
bo ard racing enthusiast fo r many 
years in this area, was tuning 
up a racing o utbo ard Wednes­ 
day evening abo ut 7 p. m.

Air pressure lifted the bo at, 
which weighs abo ut 210 po unds, 
"and it to o k o ff like a Piper 
Cub.” 
The bo at did “ o ne and a half 
flips" and at the start o f the sec­ 
o nd flip Miller’s head went thro ugh 
the deck, his left hand slipped o n 
a sharp steel edge o f the thro ttle 
and severed his left thumb at the 
kunekle. 
Miller was thro wn into the wa­ 
ter “ and the bo at came do wn o n 
to p o f him.” 
Wearing a lifejacket, Miller was 
picked up by three yo ungsters in 
ano ther bo at who witnessed the 
mishap. He was bro ught to sho re 
and taken to Kingsto n Ho spital 
where he was treated.

better than “The Polio Fou ndation,” which 
in 2 0 y ears p rodu ced a p rev entiv e for p ar­ 
aly tic p olio. 
Bu t, in defeating p olio, the National 
Fou ndation has done far more than solv e 
this one p roblem. For medical research is 
an interlocking and ov erlap p ing p rop osi­ 
tion. 
In solv ing one p roblem, mu ch basic 
research mu st be done and what is learned 
is u sefu l in attacking a host of other p rob­ 
lems, other ailments. 
Thu s the National 
Fou ndation’s v iru s research made history 
not only by dev elop ment of the Salk v ac­ 
cine, bu t by illu minating the world of v i­ 
ru ses in general—today ’s most challenging 
area for medical discov ery . 
It is p erfectly logical step for the organi­ 
zation to mov e ahead from p olio, a v iru s 
disease of the central nerv e sy stem, to 
other v iru s diseases and central nerv ou s 
sy stem disorders as well as u nsolv ed health 
p roblems like arthritu s and congenital mal­ 
formations, which cau se seriou s crip p ling. 
Keep ing intelligent p ace with the times, 
today ’s p u blic is ready with p otential u nder­ 
standing of the National Fou ndation’s new 
goals. 
Peop le are more research-minded, 
more health-minded than ev er before. We 
believ e they will ap p lau d this broader bat­ 
tle against disease and disability by su p ­ 
p orting a bigger March of Dimes nex t 
Janu ary . 


CIVIL~DEFENSE EFFORTS 
The tireless efforts of the Cou nty and 
City Civ il Defense directors and v olu nteers 
to acq u aint the p eop le with the necessity 
for knowing what to do and how to do it 
in the case of an attack emergency or du r­ 
ing natu ral disasters is not fu lly ap p re­ 
ciated. 
It is time that we p aid more at­ 
tention to Civ il Defense. 
The New York State Civ il Defense Com­ 
mission annou nces that the organization 
is p rep ared to giv e assistance in the ev ent of 
natu ral disaster su ch as hu rricanes, sev ere 
storms and disastrou s flooding rains which 
in the p ast hav e occu rred du ring the 
months of Au gu st, Sep tember and October. 
The commission also lists p recau tionary 
measu res for hou seholders and small craft 
owners. 
A p u blic aware of the dangers to be ex ­ 
p ected in time of emergency or natu ral dis­ 
asters can redu ce toll of life and p rop erty . 
The state director ex p lains that this w'ou ld 
be accomp lished by taking adv ance safety 
p recau tions in and arou nd homes. He said 
that each hou seholder can do many things 
when they receiv e warnings to p rotect life 
and p rop erty . 
A fu rther su ggestion is to read carefu lly 
in y ou r local p ap er information released 
by the local Civ il Defense and also news of 
weather su ch as storm warnings. 


UNIFIED AIR CONTROL 
Only a short time ago, in the long v iew 
of history , the v ast ocean of air abov e the 
United States p rov ided almost u nlimited 
sp ace for the maneu v ers of ou r few' little 
aircraft. 
The ocean of air is ju st as big 
now as it was then, bu t p lanes hav e in­ 
creased so rap idly in both nu mber and 
sp eed that flight sp ace has been redu ced to 
the p oint of making collision an ev er-p res­ 
ent danger. 
This is the central fact behind Senate 
p assage of a measu re to create a single 
p owerfu l agency to ex ercise traffic control 
aloft. The series of collisions that arou sed 
p u blic op inion and stimu lated q u ick legisla­ 
tiv e action was an ou tward manifestation 
of that central fact.

In the p ast, the United States 
has consistently op p osed Ru s­ 
sian domination of the satellites 
and the u se of Ru ssian troop s to 
p u t down u p risings against Com­ 
mu nist dictatorship s in Hu ngary , 
East Germany and Poland. 
Now the United States has it­ 
self u sed troop s to su p p ort an 
ex isting gov ernment—at its re­ 
q u est—to strengthen its 
hand 
against internal rev olt. 
There are obv iou s differences 
in intent and method. Bu t as far 
as the record shows, “su p p ort of 
ex isting gov ernment” is all that 
the Ru ssians claimed they were 
doing when they mov ed in to 
sav e Red Hu ngary .

Parkinso n's Disease Is a 


Lo ng -Liv ed Nerv o us Diso rder

Mrs. P. has asked recently for a discu ssion of 
Parkinson’s disease, a su bject of great imp ortance 
to many p eop le. 
This is a cu riou s condition often also called 
p araly sis agitans, or shaking p alsy . 
Generally it begins slowly , u su ally in one 
hand. 
The shaking, which may net he p resent 
constantly , is more consp icu ou s when at rest. 
Some stiffness and loss of mu scu lar strength may 
be noticed at the same time. 
Mu scu lar mov ements are slowed and ap p ear 
more difficu lt than normal. The walk is “shu f­ 
fling” and q u ite characteristic. 
Some other sy mp toms, esp ecially a tendency 
to lack of ex p ressiv eness in the face, may be 
p resent. 
Sometimes sev ere anx iety or mental or p hy si­ 
cal shock seems to bring on the sy mp toms. Simi­ 
lar sy mp toms may come from infections, esp ecial­ 
ly what is called ep idemic encep halitis. This is a 
v iru s infection of the brain, sometimes called 
American sleep ing sickness. 
Parkinson’s disease is a nerv ou s condition, be­ 
cau se it comes from damage to a certain p or­ 
tion of the brain not connected with the thinking 
p rocesses. 
Probably the most common form is that which 
dev elop s in older p eop le—-men more often than 
women—as a resu lt of some obscu re p rocess which 
may be connected with hardening of the arteries 
or some other u nknown cau se. 
.The shaking may imp rov e from time to time. 
The disease dev elop s slowly and tends to last for 
a great many y ears. 
There is no p ain and the 
mental condition is u su ally normal, althou gh after 
the disease has ex isted for many y ears mental 
agility may be somewhat slowed. 
Those su ffering from this condition shou ld be 
p articu larly carefu l to av oid fatigu e. Strenu ou s 
activ ity or entertainment shou ld be av oided, bu t 
a fairly activ e life with some work is generally 
desirable. 
There are sev eral dru gs which are often help , 
fu l in controlling the tremors, thou gh comp lete 
cu re cannot be ex p ected. 
Cold water treatments, sp ecial ex ercises, su n 
baths, massage and v itamin p rep arations hav e all 
been tried withou t mu ch su ccess. 
In recent y ears a nu mber of su rgical p roce­ 
du res hav e been tried for Parkinson’s disease. 
Some of them ap p ear p romising for p rop erly se­ 
lected p atients and ev ery one hop es that su rgical, 
as well as other treatment methods, will become 
more and more su ccessfu l.

WASHINGTON 
(A P)—This has 
been 
an 
almost 
weird 
seven 
m onths in high diplomacy . During 
most of that time — until nov — 
it would have been hard to find 
any one willing to bet a dim e on 
a sum m it conference in 1958. 
Now it seem s assured. But at a 
price. The Soviets have scored a 
sm ashing propaganda victory by 
forcing the conference. The Unit­ 
ed States practically had to be 
dragged into it. 
No Ex act Parallel 
It rem ains to be seen — after 
the results are known — whether 
the conference turns out to be a 
farce and this country was right 
in its reluctance to m eet with P re­ 
m ier Khrushchev. 
There is no exact parallel in his­ 
tory for these past seven months. 
They produced a shower of let­ 
ters between President Eisenhow- 
er and Khrushchev, hairsplittings, 
and 
the 
kind of 
progress 
that 
never, 
until 
now, 
am ounted 
to 
any thing except one step forward 
and one stop back. In short; noth­ 
ing. 
The Soviets started it last De­ 
cem ber with a letter to Eisen­ 
hower, 
proposing 
a 
meeting 
at 
the 
t o p. 
The 
adm inistration 
thought it could brush it off by 
letting a press officer dism iss it 
as propaganda before the State 
D epartm ent released a translation 
of the Soviet note. 
Treatment Fails 
This caValier treatm ent 
didn’t 
work. Eisenhower and Secretary 
of State Dulles were quickly shak­ 
en out of that attitude by the re­ 
action 
of 
Am erican 
allies 
who 
wanted much more serious atten­ 
tion given the Soviet proposal. 
Nevertheless, 
Eisenhower 
and 
Dulles dallied about answering it, 
giving the Soviets alm ost a solid 
month in which to parade before 
the world as unanswered peace- 
lovers. 
And before Eisenhower finally 
got off his reply to the first So­ 
viet note, the Soviets sent anoth­ 
er. Even Dulles by then indicated 
the Soviets were beating us in 
propaganda. 
The 
adm inistration 
decided to be a little quicker in 
the future. 
Then began the rain of letters, 
with the Soviets urging haste and 
Eisenhower 
taking 
the 
position 
there should 
not 
be 
a 
sum m it 
meeting until there had been ade­ 
quate preparation for it and all 
sides agreed thoroughly on what 
they ’d discuss. 
Without 
such 
preparation, 
of 
course, a sum m it meeting could 
turn into a shooting gallery . But 
the whole idea seem ed to collapse 
last month when the Soviets sud­ 
denly broke off negotiations with 
W estern am bassadors in Moscow 
on preparations for a sum m it get- 
together. 
So v iet Turns To ugh 
They did this a t a time when — 
for a reason still incomprehensi­ 
ble — they abruptly turned tough 
in all directions. For a time, they 
appeared not to care wha* the rest 
of the world thought. 
W hatever 
propaganda* gains they had m ade 
were suddenly being thrown away . 
But Khrushchev saw a new and 
golden chance 
to 
score on 
the 
West — and took advantage of it 
fast 
— 
when 
American 
troops 
were sent into Lebanon and Brit­ 
ish troops into Jordan at the re­ 
quest of the heads of governm ent 
of both countries. 
Khrushchev moved fast, but not 
in 
haste. 
The 
American 
troops 
went in July 15. Khrushchev wait­ 
ed until July 19 before issuing 
another call for a sum m it m eet­ 
ing, this tim e to avoid w ar in the 
M ideast.

Those few’ day s’ delay gave him 
tim e to see what world reaction 
was to the Am erican move. 
It 
was far from universally good. 


Thus he was able to know for sure 
he w’as hitting a widely popular 
chord when he w’rote his sum m it 
letter. 
The Eisenhower adm inistration 
still didn’t w ant any part of sit­ 
ting dowrn with Khrushchev. But 
the British did. This left it up to 
Eisenhower to split with Britain or 
trail along behind her. He reluc­ 
tantly agreed to a m eeting. 
But 
this 
rfleeting 
— 
perhaps 
within three weeks — will almost 
certainly be the kind Eisenhow’er 
never wanted: one without thor­ 
ough preparation or agreem ent on 
what will be discussed.
